His rig transmitted 
on 29.1 and received on 29.6. Mine transmitted on 29.6 and received on 
29.1. This way we were able to talk to each other at the same time, 
full-duplex. Unfortunately, when that fun wore off we canabilized the rigs 
to make something else. Besides, by then we found a pair of BC-611's that 
were rockbound on 3895kce and Stack Electronics (one of the TWO ham related 
stores in our town, both carried new and used gear) had a good supply of 
those long stick B batteries we needed to operate bicycle mobile on the way 
to and from school. 


Jeff, been a long time since I reviewed it but I'm pretty sure there is a 
very good description for full vs half duplex in the RM/3 course book. I 
operated a lot of liason between army and navy back in the "good old days" 
so am familiar with Navy nets too. In fact I got so interested in the Navy 
side that I joined Navy MARS instead of Army MARS.

<bigger>In the AM mode, Collins S-Line receivers that have been 
perfectly aligned following Collins procedure, have a 1.350 Khz dial 
error. When tuning LSB, the carrier is injected at 453.650 Khz by the 


crystal controlled BFO. This causes the lower sideband to be centered 
in the mechanical filter which is centered at 455 Khz. When tuning 
USB, the carrier is injected at 456.350 to center the upper sideband in 
the mechanical filter, and the VFO is shifted lower by 2.7 Khz to 
maintain dial accuracy. 


The calibration instructions say to set the mode for LSB and zero beat 
the 100 Khz calibrate signal. If you then switch to AM, the VFO is 
shifted 2.7 Khz lower, the same as it would be for USB where the 
carrier is expected to be at 456.350 Khz. With the IF transformers 
peaked at 455 Khz, the receiver is tuned 1.35 Khz off the peak. If, 
without moving the tuning dial, the IF transformers are peaked, they 
will be paeked at 456.350 Khz and the problem is corrected. I don't 
know why Collins didn't use this alignment procedure. 


This problem is by no means serious since these receivers are primarily 
SSB receivers, and the AM mode is fairly broad. It has probably gone 
unnoticed by almost everyone. I only noticed the error after connecting 
a digital frequency display to the receiver.

I have an old scope used by the FAA back in the late 50's and 
early 60's, made by the Benrus Watch Co. Inc, Waterbury Ct.
